The Santiago Station has been instructed by the 
Forty Committee to conduct covert * political action 
operations designed to exacerbate relations among 
the Popular Unity components and to .Split the 
governing coalition; and to bolster and encourage 
political opposition to the Popular Unity Front. 

In preparing its covert, action program the 
Station ' is considering using a variety off* disparate 
political elements and ihiechanism . The common " 
denominator of these elements- is that they each offer 
a degree- of opposition to the UP or in some cases 
simply to Communist (PCCh) domination of an Allende 
government. Some political action elements have 
been selected for their immediate and short-run • •• 
utility, while others represent more permanent and 
longer-range vehicles .for political action.
